John Tweddell (1769-99) was a scholar of antiquity who died while 
traveling in Athens in 1799. The disposition and disappearance of his 
“remains”—his papers, artwork, journals and other materials—were a 
matter of great controversy in the second decade of the 19th century. 
Tweddells brother Robert (editor of the present works) accused Thomas 
Bruce, 7th Earl of Elgin, of inappropriately having the materials sent 
to him in Constantinople, where he was the British ambassador. The 
controversy was partly fueled by political disagreements, with the Le¬ 
vant Company and various individuals at odds with Lord Elgin taking 
advantage of the accusations made against him to attack his reputation. 
That the tragic death of a young scholar in his prime could be followed 
by the misappropriation of his personal papers—possibly for their use 
by others to further their own reputations—outraged many. Tweddells 
writings collected in the first volume here present include occasional 
references to coins (“medals”), with Tweddell corresponding with John 
Spencer Smythe on more than one occasion about negotiating the pur¬ 
chase of coins for Smythe. The main work also includes lengthy foot¬ 
notes discussing Anselmo Banduri and J.J. Barthelemy. Among Twed¬ 
dells remains were “A purse of blue-striped cotton, containing eighty- 
seven medals of brass, great and small, entitled, ‘Macedonia.’” and “1 like 
to the former, containing one hundred and fifteen brass medals, great 
and small, entitled, ‘Medals of Greece.’”

The preface proposed to is¬ 
sue “fac-similes of four hundred and eighty different Coins, in four 
Volumes twelves, with an elegant frontispiece, at the price of twenty 
shillings.” After the four volumes had appeared such a wealth of to¬ 
kens remained un-illustrated that it was decided to extend the series 
to eight volumes. Initiated by Denton, the last two parts were pub¬ 
lished by Prattent. The work appeared at ten- to fourteen-day inter¬ 



vals, price sixpence: three plates depicting twelve tokens comprising 
a number. Given the method of distribution, the change in publisher 
(many sets are comprised of only the first 180 plates), and the procliv¬ 
ity of early collectors to cut up plates to illustrate other books, it is not 
surprising that few complete sets have survived, especially with the 
various indexes and other textual enhancements.

A remarkable recent find, never before offered at auction in numis¬ 
matic channels. John Allan (1777-1863) was an early American coin 
collector who, according to Q. David Bowers’s American Numismatics 
before the Civil War , is “a candidate for being America’s first rare coin 
dealer.” A Scottish immigrant to New York City, he was active from at 
least the 1820s until his death at age 86 in 1863. Attinelli thought highly 
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of him, saying that “Mr. Allan was so noted an antiquarian as to require 
no further mention from me”—and yet Attinelli himself didn’t know 
of this publication, failing to include it in his 1876 Numisgraphics. The 
article, written at the request of Benjamin Silliman, the editor, consists 
of a general overview of the subject of numismatics, with a focus on the 
development of the medallic art since the Renaissance. After discussing 
the national medallic series of Europe, Allan makes note of the Comitia 
Americana series and mentions the medals commissioned for Commo¬ 
dores Truxton and Preble. The War of 1812 Naval medals are brought 
up, as is the Erie Canal medal. Allan closes by mentioning the medal 
struck in commemoration of the bicentennial of the founding of New 
Haven, Connecticut (home of the American Journal of Science and Arts , 
and the impetus behind Silliman’s request of some words by Allan for 
the journal). Allan was involved in the design of that medal, which was 
struck by the U.S. Mint. Better known as a book collector than a coin 
collector, Allan was nonetheless a force to be reckoned with. The sale 
of his library was the most important book sale to have taken place in 
America at the time. Catalogued by the famous American bibliographer 
Joseph Sabin, the 5278 lots brought $37,698.26, a staggering sum. Over 
200 lots of coins and medals were included near the end. Purchasers 
included Ten Eyck, Appleton, Woodward, Strobridge, Jewett and other 
notable numismatists of the day. Other material derived from his col¬ 
lections was sold in later years, including a coin collection auctioned by 
Cogan in 1870 (the subject of a plated catalogue). The present article is 
of considerable importance as one of the very few numismatic works 
published in this country in the 1830s and as perhaps the only numis¬ 
matic work authored by Allan. See David Fannings article on this work 
in the July-September 2015 issue of The Asylum for more information.

The English translation of a highly detailed and enthusiastic account 
of a visit to the United States by Duke (Prinz und Herzog) Karl Ber¬ 
nhard of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach (1792-1862), who in the years 1825 
and 1826 traveled through the southern, midwestern and northeastern 
United States and in parts of Canada. Among other things, it contains 
Duke Bernhard’s account of his visit to the United States Mint, which 
is undescribed in the numismatic literature. Bernhard appears to have 
had some numismatic interest, and is a keen observer. On his visit to the 
Mint, he witnesses the production of half dollars, including the cutting 
of the planchets and the actual striking of the coins. He notes that no 
silver dollars had been struck since 1803. The medals produced by the 
Mint are of considerable interest to him, and he praises in particular the 
Naval medals of the War of 1812 period and specifically the 1815-dated 
medal struck in gold for Andrew Jackson for the Battle of New Orleans. 
(Bernhard was a military man admired for commanding the 2nd Bri¬ 
gade of the 2nd Dutch Division of the Duke of Wellingtons forces at 
the Battle of Quatre Bras in the lead-up to Waterloo.) He admires as 
well the agricultural medals struck by the Mint and laments that the 
Mint’s own collection does not include examples of the earlier American 
medals. No stranger to politics, he records that while the Mint is poorly 
equipped and insufficiently housed, the personnel fear requesting ad¬ 
equate funding from Congress for fear of losing the establishment alto¬ 
gether. While his record of this visit takes up only pages 179-180 of the 
second volume, it is quite interesting. Elsewhere, Bernhard describes 
the medal collection at the Boston Athenaeum and notes a collection 
of coins at the Western Museum in Cincinnati. Careful reading reveals 
a number of numismatic references throughout the text, many of them 
pertaining to medals, but encompassing also the circulating coinage and 
even bank notes. The author visits Thomas Jefferson at Monticello and 
spends two months enjoying New Orleans. This first English edition 
was published the same year as the original appeared in German. Clark 
III: 14.

Dillistin pages 125-128: “In 1830, 
when there were approximately 330 banks operating in this country, 
Robert T. Bicknell, a lottery broker in Philadelphia, began the pub¬ 
lication of a bank note reporter and counterfeit detector. He was the 
pioneer in this field in Philadelphia and was preceded only by Mahlon 
Day and S.J. Sylvester in New York.” Bicknell died in 1839, only 33 years 
of age. The publication was continued for years thereafter, however, by 
Matthew T. Miller, who continued the publication until 1857. Most in¬ 
teresting is the “Bank Note List” on the last page of the issue, listing by 
State the various American banks of issue, along with those of Wiscon¬ 
sin Territory and Canada. There are columns for Name, Location, and 
“Discount at Philadelphia.” The last column includes designations such 
as fraud, closed and failed. An asterisk by a bank denotes that “there are 
either counterfeit or altered notes, of various denominations, in circu¬ 
lation throughout the United States.” By their very nature, bank note 
reporters and counterfeit detectors had a limited “shelf life” (perhaps 
analogous to today’s TV Guide) and very, very few copies have survived.

The BIE Mint Oddity Collectors Guild may hold the prize for most ar¬ 
cane numismatic association ever (and that’s saying something). They 
took as their phenomenon of interest the tendency of Lincoln cents of 
the 1950s and thereabouts to have small die breaks between the BE of 
LIBERTY, making it on dramatic examples look like BIE. The above 
appears to constitute a very nearly complete set. The consignor’s notes 
indicate that he felt he was missing perhaps as few as eight issues. But 
to say that this was an amateur publication is an understatement. Some¬ 
times issues have volume and issue numbers, sometimes they don’t. 
Sometimes they have dates, sometimes they don’t. Sometimes those 
dates are exactly the same as those used on entirely different issues. Fur¬ 
ther, a number of the earlier issues here are photocopies, but whether 
they are photocopies because that’s how they were originally produced 
or if they are somewhat later copies, we simply don’t know. What we 
can say is that this is unquestionably the most substantial run of this 
publication we’ve ever offered.

Materials are in general well-preserved, though there are oc¬ 
casional exceptions. As mentioned, some carbon-copy forms 
used by Kosoff when answering correspondence are somewhat 
faded. Most materials very good or better. 

A remarkable assemblage of material from the archives of Abe Kosoff. 
Involved with the Judd project from the beginning, Kosoff more or 
less took on the task of maintaining the reference after Judd completed 
the first edition in 1959. The second, third and fourth editions mostly 
concentrated on adjusting valuations; but the fifth, sixth and seventh 
editions strove to be true revisions and sought updated information 
from all available sources. Much of the correspondence present from 
collectors is along the lines of “I have X in my collection.” Other cor¬ 
respondence deals with price trends and auction results, while oth¬ 
ers deal with more basic questions such as whether the difference 
between an accidentally manufactured mint error and a deliberately 
struck off-metal trial piece is always clear. Many of the letters have 
carbon-copy responses clipped to them, though some of these have 
faded with time. The photographs, while small in number, are signifi¬ 
cant in that they illustrate some very rare pieces and in some cases 
come from extremely important collections. In many ways, though, it 
is the carbon-copy transcripts and the hand-annotated printed pages 
that are the most important items in this archive. The typescripts give 
us the first look at Kosoff s substantial additions to the sixth edition, 
particularly in regards to more modern pattern coinage. The disas¬ 
sembled copy of the fifth edition, separated into pages and extensively 
annotated in ink, is a remarkable demonstration of the extent of the 
changes made by Kosoff for the sixth edition. While no one doubts 
Kosoff’s considerable abilities as a marketer of coins and as a busi¬ 
nessman, his numismatic credentials have on more than one occasion 
been called into question. The materials here present suggest a studi¬ 
ousness and care that may surprise some of his detractors. Kosoff was 
obviously concerned with improving the book with each subsequent 
edition, and his tendency to carefully maintain files and records is 
herein demonstrated.

His account 
of “The Battle to Save the Mint Building” in the aftermath of the 1906 
earthquake is riveting: “When I reached the mint building I found that 
I had also reached the edge of the fire zone... Inside the mint building I 
was greatly pleased to find fifty of our employees, whose sense of loyalty 
to duty had not been mollified by fear of earthquake or the horror of 
being penned up in a big building surrounded by fire... It did not seem 
probable that the structure could withstand that terrific mass of flames 
that was sweeping down upon us from Market Street... The battle would 
soon be on... Fortunately for us, we had a good supply of water... With¬ 
out this protection the building would, without question, have been gut¬ 
ted by the flames... a mass of black smoke... swept in upon us just ahead 
of the advancing flames; then, following, came a tremendous shower of 
red cinders... The glass in our windows, exposed to this great heat, did 
not crack and break, but melted down like butter... It did not seem possi¬ 
ble for the structure to withstand this terrific onslaught... The explosions 
of the stones in our walls grew fainter, and finally we heard no more of 
them... we began to feel that the fight was nearly won and that, after all, 
we were going to save the building... We were a happy band... but we did 
not think so much of our victory until a day or two later when we saw 
the benefits to follow to the stricken community in a financial way. We 
opened the only available vaults in the city holding any considerable 
amount of coin.” The segments of this book most directly pertaining to

This early American accounting and bookkeeping manual contains 
what is generally believed to be the first appearance in print of the 
dollar sign ($).

It resembles our own, but also differs from 
it. Much as a typographical ampersand is much more stylized than 
most of our handwritten ampersands, this initial attempt at a dollar 
sign in type is less a strict representation of the handwritten sign than 
an attempt to establish a similar sign for more formal treatment in 
type. A very scarce volume, of exceptionally high importance, with at 
least one copy bringing over $3000 at a K&F auction. The binding on 
this copy appears to be an original edition binding, with researcher 
Thomas Wetter noting the existence of several examples in matching 
contemporary bindings.

An original set of perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American 
numismatics ever published. The author relates in the introductory text 
“that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publish¬ 
ing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it 
remained for Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. 
In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous 


work on the Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States 
marked an epoch in our medallic history.” This is the second state of the 
first edition of the text, with a revised title page and with the eight pages 
of testimonials (one dated April 1879) bound in after the text. A resident 
of New York City, Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 
review from the New-York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his 
life in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of 
yachting and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals 
with medals.” Loubat was also an early benefactor of American histori¬ 
cal and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was an inveterate 
“joiner.” Cleveland Amorys 1960 Who Killed Society? contains a most 
entertaining account of Loubat s famous 1881 brouhaha with the Union 
Club of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members 
after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a 
certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded 
to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have me. I am 
not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry a cer¬ 
tain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat allegedly replied: 
“Why should I marry her when IVe been trying for ten years to — her 
daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was never made public 
but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from 
the Club. At one point in the controversy Loubat was prepared to chal¬ 
lenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, 
Loubat never again passed through the Union Club door, though he 
lived until 1927.

A very rare and bibliographically complex book, still important as a 
foundational reference in this area. Though 160 copies were printed of 
the main work, copies rarely appear on the market, perhaps because 
most appear to have been distributed through Masonic channels. Lyman 
Low claimed that “twenty copies perished by fire” and a postcard in the 
library of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts confirms that many cop¬ 
ies were indeed destroyed in a fire in Marvins office. It has never been 
reprinted. Marvins Supplement is also very rare, and nearly ever copy that 
has been offered at auction has been (as is this copy) incomplete. It was 
lacking from both the Champa and Bass library sales, and the example in 
the American Numismatic Society Library ends at page 254. Indeed, the 
most complete copy seen by us stops mid-way through the description 
of medal MCCLXXVII. Both the main work and the Supplement reprint 
material published by Marvin in the American Journal of Numismatics 
over a period of some 35 years. It is clear that some editing and correct¬ 
ing was made between the periodical form and its publication in book 
form.

At 
one time Boston was the undisputed leader in the numismatic field, and 
Parker House sales were held right up until recent years by Hesslein, and 
the venerable H.M. Grant of Providence, R.I.” From early on, these no¬ 
table catalogues often featured important United States large cents and 
sometimes key American colonial coins and U.S. and pioneer gold, along 
with a wide variety of other mostly American material. Key sales include

Gaylord (a fine collection of choice U.S. gold coins formed over the first 
two decades of the twentieth century); C.H. Stearns (a major old-time

Meases article on medals is the first substantive work published in the 
United States on a numismatic subject and is of the utmost importance 
to the history of U.S. numismatics. Topics covered include the Libertas 
Americana medal, a few Betts medals, the Comitia Americana series and 
some War of 1812 medals. Mease later revised this article, publishing it 
again in 1834. The present volume is the first printing (1821), and is several 
times more rare than the second printing. James Mease, M.D. (1771-1846) 
was a polymath who published on an number of different subjects, includ¬ 
ing medicine, geology and history. His Picture of Philadelphia (1811) is a 
foundational work of local history and contains the first useful description 
of U.S. Mint operations. In addition, he is considered to be the first writer 
to publish on the subject of U.S. numismatics. In a groundbreaking series 
of three articles (of which this is the first), Mease examined U.S. medals 
and coins from the perspective of the numismatist. In his 1858 lecture on 
the topic of U.S. numismatic literature, William S.F. Mayers noted that “the 
first actual attempts at systematic classification and record of the coins 
struck in or for the American colonies and United States, appear in the 
shape of papers to be found in the collections of State Historical Societies” 
(published as “The Literature of American Numismatics,” Nortons Liter¬ 
ary Letter , No. 3,1859, p. 6). Meases articles are specifically mentioned by 
Mayers in his lecture, showing that these works, long forgotten until recent 
years, were still in the memory of some in the late 1850s. While there can 
be found items of numismatic interest in some earlier publications of the 
historical societies, those earlier works take the form of letters or diary 
extracts and the like; this remains the earliest known numismatic work of 
substantial importance published in the United States. This volume of the 
Collections of the New-York Historical Society also contains David Hosacks 
inaugural address as president of the Society (pages 269 to 280), in which 
he comments on the Society’s coin collection (much of it received from 
Rev. John Christopher Kunze, who began collecting in the 18th century), 
and makes a cogent argument for the importance of a numismatic collec¬ 
tion. We have offered only one copy of this work at auction (Sale 120, lot 
464), where it brought $4250 hammer. Attinelli 109.

All three publications derived from the short-lived Metropolitan Coin 
Co., founded by C. Lynn Glaser and Paul Weinstein. The fixed-price 
catalogue is rarely seen and includes, as promised, some choice coins in¬ 
deed. According to Ken Lowe (“American Numismatic Periodicals from 
1860 to 1960: An Overview Based on Remy Bournes Book of the Same 
Name”)> “apparently between 200 and 300 copies of the first issue [of 
The Metropolitan Numismatic Journal] were produced. The second issue, 
dated November 1961, was renamed The Numismatic Journal as [Lynn] 
Glaser took over the journal and withdrew from the Metropolitan Coin 
Company which had moved to New York City where it was operated by 
Paul Weinstein.” It is substantially more rare than the first issue. Youth¬ 
ful hubris aside, both issues of the Journal are numismatically significant, 
having been “explicitly intended for ... the advanced collector,” i.e., any 
collector who “is beyond the roll, bag, proof set and/or commemorative 
stage; who is mature enough in attitude and orientation to read other 
things in coin publications besides advertisements; whose interest in 
coins, in short, goes beyond the How Much Is It Worth stagnation.” Breen 
contributed to the first issue articles on a 1795 dollar overstruck on a 1794 
dollar, Massachusetts silver, and a new sub-variety of 1794 cent. Glasers 
contribution was “The Beginnings of Inflation” at the U.S. Mint. In the 
second issue, the two collaborated on “Miss Liberty’s American Debut,” a 
meritorious exposition on numismatic iconography. Following the Q&A 
and a “New Discoveries” section, the issue features the concluding seg¬ 
ment of Breens Massachusetts silver checklist. Despite Glaser s assertion 
that “future issues will appear bi-monthly,” the Journal ceased publica¬ 
tion after its second issue. Today, it is perhaps most memorable for the 
brief convergence of two of Americas most talented numismatic scholars, 
both, alas, with proverbial feet of clay.

Passing Counterfeits by Candlelight

employ subordinates, to whom they sold their counterfeits at half price, 
and to have been the practice of these subordinates to pass them off in 
payment for small purchases made at twilight, or after candle light, and 
to people who kept small stores, and were supposed incapable of distin¬ 
guishing readily between false and genuine notes.” 

The Fatal Symptom

The first paper includes a detailed narrative of the arrest of a fairly so¬ 
phisticated gang of counterfeiters that included a number of seemingly 
respectable citizens in its ranks. One of them, indeed, was a magistrate. 
The article also gives a thorough description of how to detect the forged 
notes, noting that “a fatal symptom is a greasy feeling and a smoaky 
tonge.” In the second newspapers account, the counterfeit bills found 
on the man included a $10 of the Bank of Hulmesville, Pa., $5 on the 
Plattsburgh Bank, $5 on the Mechanics’ Bank of New York, and $2 on 
the Phoenix Bank of Hartford. 

The Finest Caper of All

er has encountered. Resisting the urge to reprint the entire article here, 
we note that the defendant, Mr. John L. Schuyler, “acted the part of a 
maniac” at his trial, swiping peoples hats from their heads, grinning 


madly and breaking into dance. “But the finest caper of all,” the paper 
writes, “was that which he cut just as the Judge began to pronounce his 
sentence. He made a splendid somerset over the top of the railing of the 
Court-House cage, and repeated them several times down the stairs, 
over the heads of the by-standers; and with a hat on his head which 
did not belong to him, made his final escape to the woods back of the 
Court-House.” It is probably germane that the Spectator ascribed this 
news story to rival paper. 

A Different Scarlet Letter

What begins in the first newspaper as a commonplace story about the 
arrest of someone for passing bad bank notes becomes far more inter¬ 
esting with the extensive list of false bills in the possession of this indi¬ 
vidual. Over $13,000 worth of counterfeit currency had been secreted 
away by him, representing over 2700 notes purporting to be drawn on 
twenty-three different banks. The second newspaper account highlights 
the difficulty of navigating commerce in a complex system where basic 
units of currency that we take for granted today were always subject 
to doubt and query The dollars, for instance, are said to “have found 
purchasers very readily at a premium of one and a half and one percent, 
according to their description; whether Mexican or Patriot coin.”

lengthy article titled “Counterfeiters Caught,” describing a cross- 
border operation that brought about the arrest of twenty-four 
people involved with the production of counterfeit currency and 
coins. Addressed in ink. Removed from previous binding; some 
spotting. A few pin-holes; very good. $ 120 

A lengthy article on page 2 of the first newspaper gives a detailed narra¬ 
tive of the investigation into the suspicions that “had rested on the in¬ 
mates of a dwelling on Quaker Hill, in this borough, of being engaged in 
some unlawful business, in consequence of a mysterious reserve which 
manifested itself in their conduct.” After clues were discovered and 
watches kept, most of the gang was apprehended, with over $50,000 in 
counterfeit notes and “a stamp for making half dollars” being seized. Ac¬ 
counts of coin counterfeiters are far less regularly encountered in early 
American newspapers than are forgers of bank notes. The article in the 
second newspaper is detailed and quite good, listings the various bank 
notes seized and making much of the fact that some of those arrested 
were found to be striking counterfeit coins. An interesting article in a 
newspaper less frequently seen.

The first is a less frequently encountered newspaper. The article states 
that while the note may have been produced with genuine (or at least 
professionally executed) plates, the signatures are false, taking as evi¬ 
dence the subtle fact that the example in front of them, dated 4th May 
1840, was signed by a Wm. Heyser, who “has been dead for upwards 
of two years.” While the second paper has only a brief note, it provides 
the salient facts, noting the name of a “notorious” counterfeiter and the 
Philadelphia note being produced. The final newspaper has an especial¬ 
ly interesting article, partly because the counterfeiting gang in question 
manufactured and distributed false coins as well as bogus paper money, 
but also because of the testimony of one of the gang members herself, 
Susan Cutler, daughter of Dr. Cutler, the leader behind the scheme.

ment). While the article discusses the specific bills being forged, it is 
the extensive description of the equipment that makes this article stand 
out. In the second paper, the counterfeit bank notes being passed by the 
men ($5 notes on the Leland Bank of New-Lebanon, Columbia County, 
among others) are the focus of the article, which does mention that 
“several spurious dollar pieces” were also found on the men. 

Photography in Counterfeiting in 1855

Eventually, he was able to persuade them of the seriousness of this sort 
of threat to the notes drawn on their bank, and the matter began to 
receive wider attention.

The most striking aspect of the case discussed in the first newspaper is 
that it involved three local doctors as leaders of the counterfeiting ring. 
The description of the counterfeit bond plate in the second newspaper 
makes it clear that it was of unusual quality: “The plate, or rather plates, 
are beautiful specimens of workmanship. They consist of the face and 
back plates for printing $1,000 bonds for the Central Pacific Road (sic), 
series D, and a smaller plate for printing the coupons. The engraving is 
done in a superior manner, and the specimen printed from the plate is 
fully equal to the originals issued by the agents of the railroad company: 
It is said that only specimens have been printed.” 

Lengthy Report on “A National Evil Demanding a 
National Remedy”

Occupying over 54 column inches in total, this is the lengthiest treat¬ 
ment of the problem of counterfeiting we recall seeing in an Ameri- 
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can newspaper of this period. A serious and important treatment of 
the subject, this impressive article should be of interest to anyone who 
studies obsolete currency and broken bank bills. The article includes a 
nice description of the utility of the Counterfeit Detectors familiar to 
numismatic bibliophiles: “Our ‘Counterfeit Detectors’ have, within the 
last few years, increased in size, until their proportions rival our Family 
Bibles, and generally compel much more studious perusal. If a man of¬ 
fers a bill in payment for anything, it is a signal for the production of the 
inevitable volume. The merchant wades through the long list of altered,’ 
counterfeit,’ spurious,’ old plate,’ ‘broken bank,’ and a hundred other 
frauds, and if he fails to find a description of the proffered bill, concludes 
that it is good. Then if change is given, the purchaser must borrow the 
book and go through the same tedious process, in his turn, to prevent 
being imposed upon.”

Ruschenberger 
was a U.S. Navy surgeon who accompanied the USS Peacock , under the 
command of C.K. Stribling, on “an Embassy from the Government of the 
United States to the courts of Muscat, Siam, and Cochin-China, in the 
years 1835, 1836, and 1837 [embracing] Zanzibar, Arabia, Hindoostan, 


Ceylon, Java, Siam, Cochin-China, China, the Bonin Islands, the Sand¬ 
wich Islands, the Californias, Mexico, &c.” Of numismatic importance 
due to the presentation of sets of United States coins by diplomat Ed¬ 
mund Roberts to Said bin Sultan al-Said, Sultan of Muscat and Oman, 
and King Rama III of Siam. The facts behind these presentations were 
largely forgotten until the Siam set surfaced in 1962 at the ANA Con¬ 
vention. The distribution of these sets are mentioned in Ruschenberger s 
book, though he does not mention the odd presence of 1804-dated coins 
among the 1834-dated pieces constituting most of the set. On page 91, 
he writes, “It is a universal custom, amongst the nations of Asia, to make 
gifts to each other on all occasions of friendly intercourse; and, in nego¬ 
tiating treaties, the nature and value of the presents is always a point of 
grave consideration between the contracting agents. In conformity with 
this usage, a variety of articles was presented to the Sultan by the United 
States, amongst which were a sword and altagan, with gold scabbards, 
and mountings, Tanners map of the United States, an American flag, 
a set of American coins, several rifles, a number of cut glass lamps, a 
quantity of American nankin, known as Forsyths nankin. &c. &c.” The 
1804 dollar in this set was that offered as part of the Pogue collection last 
year. On pages 343-344, Ruschenberger discussed the Siam gift in simi¬ 
lar terms. Besides the two diplomatic gift sets, Ruschenberger appears 
to have had an above-average interest in coins, regularly discussing the 
coinage of the various places he visits and discussing older coins on oc¬ 
casion.
